When we would tell them 
about it their faces would light 
up and they would want to 
know how to get the experience. 
Some would walk from sixteen 
to twenty miles to hear it 
preached. Oh, if we could only 
get as anxious for them to hear 
it preached as they are to accept 
it. 

They need more workers 
over there and they need build- 
ings. If we could have had 
another worker or more to have 
helped us we could have done 
much more in the work, We 
get letters every week from the 
Church people telling us of 
their needs in the work. Their 
buildings are of bamboo with 
thatched roofs with no _ floors 
and so small until they will not 
hardly hold the church mem- 
bers. When we were there the 
buildings would not near hold 
the people that came out. They 
only have lanterns and small 
lamps to light them with. You 
might ask why they don’t have 
better? The reason is they don’t 
get any money to buy with. 
Some of them couldn’t be bap- 
tized because they had no cloth- 
ing for that purpose. 

They are a very poor people. 
They want to have good build- 
ings and good clothes, but they 
have no help. The missionaries 
there from other countries have 
fine buildings. The denomina- 
tions that send missionaries 
furnish means for their build- 
ings. The Weslyan Methodist, 
the Church of England, the Ad- 
vents, Salvation Army and 
many other sects all have nice 
buildings supported by their 
home land people. 

It makes our people feel like 
they are neglected on that line. 
Many Foreign Lands need this 
gospel. I am sure we ought to 
bestir ourselves and try harder 
to' help on this line. 
if the whole Church could feel 
this and see this just as it is 
there would be more done. Ev- 
ery pastor ought to stir his 
church on Foreign Mission Day. 
When we came back from Ja- 
macia I asked some of the peo- 
ple where we pastored before 
we went away to forgive me for 
being negligent about this mat- 
ter, but I want to say the peo- 
ple are going to hear from me 
this year on Foreign Mission.

Foreign Fields.

By this time no doubt many 
of the Evangel readers are won- 
dering about the work in Ber- 
muda and what became of the 
brother who went there as a 
missionary at the close of the 
20th Annual Assembly. That 
is why I am writing at this time. 
I feel like you are entitled to 
this bit of information concern- 
ing my recent trip to those is- 
lands. 

Now to begin with, some may 
ask where are the Bermudas 
and to what country do they 
belong? They are a group of 
coral islands off our Atlantic 
coast, about 1,100 miles north 
east of the Bahamas. They are 
reached by steamers of the 
“Furness Bermuda Line” sail- 
ing out of New York. The dis- 
tance from New York to Hamil- 
ton, Bermuda is 704 nautical 
miles (792 land miles.) They 
are British possessions and have 
a total area of twenty square 
miles and a _ population of 
20,000, two-thirds of them being 
colored. The climate is semi- 
tropical, the average yearly 
temperature being about seven- 
ty degrees: *” 

The natives, both white and 
colored, are very hospitable and 
intelligent as a rule. Most of 
them have church affliation, 
and many are taking their stand 
for Pentecost, They are stepping 
out in the light of the full gos- 
pel of the Son of God and I am 
made to’ rejoice when I glance 
backward six years ago when 
God called me out to tell these 
dear people about the mighty 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
the great Church of God. 

I found the same prayer meet- 
ing in progress where God met 
with us so wonderfully on our 
other visit to the island and 
poured out. His Spirit.upon.hun- 
gry hearts. Brother J. A. Lum, 
who had charge of this phase of 
the work, has been wonderfully 
used by the Lord and has 
proven a great blessing to the 
people. 

I am also glad to see the 
three good missions which were 
being fostered by Brother 
Thomas Trott and his asso- 
ciates, Brother Henry Caisey 
and Brother Absalom Bean, 
ministers of the United Holy 
Church of America. We can 
readily see that the Pentecostal 
doctrine is getting well founded 
in Bermuda for these good folks 
have the blessing. They are 
really saved, sanctified and fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghost and 
shout and dance and talk in 
tongues just like our folks over 
here do.

And when 
the people saw what Paul had 
done, they lifted up their voices, 
saying in the speech of Lyca- 
onia, The gods are come 
down to us in the likeness of 
men. And they called Barna- 
bas, Jupiter; Paul, Mercurius, 
because he was the chief 

speaker.” Acts 14:8-12.

Good Old Mothers Know What 
is Best.

There seems to be some mis- 
understanding, about the public 
bathing and bobbed hair propo- 
sition. 

The Assembly saw that pub- 
lic bathing had become ridicu- 
lous. It appearing that both 
men and women try to go as 
near naked as the law would 
allow them, so in open session 
they decided that it should not 
continue so, among Church of 
God members. 

I will state further that there 
are perhaps some exceptions to 
this ruling, of course there 
would be no objection to men 
assembling and appearing in a 
half nude manner if they will 
absolutely prohibit the women 
attending or participating, also 
the women may indulge in the 
half nude, bathing manner if 
they keep the men away. 

This is the question: Would 
these bathings continue if the 
opposite sex are kept separate? 
I leave this for you to answer. 

What privileges may we have 
on this bathing pronosition? My 
answer is a tub of water, a cake 
of soap and a rag, also two or 
three pounds of “elbow grease.” 

What of a man taking his 
family to a private bathing? 
There could be no reasonable 
objection to this. This is his 
business, and if he is acting 
privately, let him continue so. 
That is, do not take this up 
and air to the public. 

We are to use good judgment 
and common sense about every- 
thing. I am persuaded that no 
parent who wants his daugh- 
ter to be an upright, honest, vir- 
tuous lady, will ever allow her 
to lay aside her modesty to ap- 
pear before young men as thou- 
sands are doing. I am sure this 
he would not allow, if he would 
but only stop to meditate, and 
let common sense offer a sug- 
gestion. 

Bobbing the Hair. 

Now to the bobbed hair prop- 
osition. Several have written to 
me about this. Some state that 
the Assembly has become very 
rigid. The Assembly says, that 
our members are not to bob the 
hair. Then who are members? 
Usually they are not under 
twelve years of age, I believe 
that when a girl is old enough 
to repent, be saved and become 
a member she is old enough for 
her mother to quit bobbing her 
hair. 

I have advised some that with 
very small children I could see 
no reason why any one should 
object to trimming their hair. 
You say Solomon advisestotrain 
them in the way they should go 
and when they are grown up 
they will not from it depart. I 
am sure that his suggestion is 
right, but the thought of train- 
ing may mean more than some 
might have thought of at first. 
If the hands hang downward at 
all times they will not grow. If 
the lower limbs are bound they 
will not grow, they must be ex- 
ercised. How many mothers 
know that if you would have 
your girls to own a heavy head 
of long hair it is best to trim 
the ends of it for a few years? 
Maybe until they are old enough 
to become members of the 
Church, but you should never 
trim jit to be like the world. 
When they become older, their 
hair has become thicker and 
heavier, they like Paul will then 
put away childish things. 

If the woman is to have a 
heavy waving glory, she gets it 
by having mother care for and
